Forest Rangers reached the 
boys 900 ft. above the canyon 
floor just below the Big Santa 
Anita Dam after they were spot¬ 
ted through a .surveyor’s transit 
by a party of government sur¬ 
veyors working on a flood control 
project. 

Two Forest Rangers, J. Gordon 
and Leslie McLeod, roped their 
■way down the canyon face and 
brought the boys back up, taking 
two hours for the operation. 

Darkness fell before the boys 
■were able to work their way down 
to the canyon floor or back up 
the ridge. Each of the boys suf¬ 
fered slightly sprained ankles.

A nationwide strike has para¬ 
lyzed General Motors, the world’ll 
largest producer of passenger 
cars, trucks and buses, forcing 
consumers to wait indefinitely for 
essential transportation. 

The strike was called by the 
United Automobile Workers 
(CIO) to enforce demands for a 
30 per cent wage increase. The 


Union flatly rejected a 10 per 
cent increase offered by General 
Motors as a living cost adjustment. 

The strike involves 175,000 
hourly-rated employes. They are 
losing nearly $2,000,000 in wages 
daily, and these losses affect in¬ 
directly every phase of the na¬ 
tion's economy.

Harry M.ller Originally, he 

said, the word "dog”—from the 
old English “dogge,” the French 
“dogue” and the Latin "dogo”— 
was used to designate a certain 
type of fighting or hunting dog, 
but later came into general usage, 
for all types of dogs. The word 
“dog” is believed to be a corrup¬ 
tion of the sound “daw, daw, daw,” 
which is the sound of the bark of 
a dog when heard in the distance. 

The expression “dog days” 
comes to us from ancient times 
and has its origin in the fact that 
the sun is nearer Sirius, commonly 
called the Dog Star, during the 
hottest part of the summer. Today 
“dog days” are considered to con¬ 
tinue for 40 days—20 days before 
and 20 days after Sirius appears; 
or from July 3 to August 11. 

According to Mr. Miller, “mon¬ 
grel” came from the word “min¬ 
gle”—descriptive of a mixed or 
unknown pedigree; "Fido" is Latin 
for faithful—certainly a term well 
deserved by the dog, the most 
faithful of man’s companions 
through the ages; and ‘Terrier” 
derives from the Latin word "ter¬ 
ra” and the French word “terre," 
both meaning earth. Terriers were 
dogs originally employed for dig¬ 
ging after game in the earth, as 
in hunting foxes and badgers. 

Mr. Miller also gave quick ex¬ 
planations on how certain breeds 
of dogs got their names; 

“Schnauzer is derived from rhe 
German term for whiskers, for 
which this breed is famous. 

“Chow Chow. Chow in Chinese 
means something that is edible, 
and in China the Chow Chow is 
favored as an all-around dog, in¬ 
cluding its use for food in an 
emergency. 

“Whippet. The Whippet was al¬ 
ways a running dog. It was noted 
that this dog had the habit of 
snapping at the heels of other 
dogs when running after game, 
and that the noise made by this 
snapping resembled the crack of 
a whip.”
